GENERAL ASSEMBLY of the State of Mississippi, began 
and held, at the Town of Columbia, on Monday the fifth day 
of November, in the year of our Lord, one thousand eight 
hundred and twenty-one ; on which day, being the day ap- 
pointed, by an act entitled an act, for the removal of the Seat 
et Government. 

The following members of the Senate appeared and took 
their seats, to wit: 

Mr. James Patton, Lieutenant Governor and President of 
the Senate. 

From the Senatorial District, composed of the county of 
Amite, Mr. Thomas Torrence. 

From the Senatorial District, composed of the counties of 
Jackson, Hancock, Green and Perry, Mr. Isaac R. Nicholson. 

From the Senatorial District, composed of the county of 
Wilkinson, Mr. John Joor. 

From the Senatorial District, composed of the county of 
Adams, Mr. Joseph Sessions. 

Mr. Thomas Anderson,a Senator from the Senatorial District 
composed of the county of Lawrence, appeared, produced his 
credentials, and took his seat. 

Mr. John Turnbull, a Senator from the Senatorial District. 
composed of the counties of Jefferson and Hinds, appeared, 
produced hi~ credentials and took his seat. ' 

Mr. William Spencer, a Senator from the Senatorial District, 
composed of the counties of Pike and Marion, appeared, pro- 
duced his credentials, and took his seat. 

Mr. Harman A. Hays, a Senator from the Senatorial District, 
composed of the counties of Munroe, Wayne and Lawrence, 
appeared, produced his credentials, and took his seat. 

Mr. Ralph Regan, a Senator from the Senatorial District, 
composed of the counties of Claiborne and Warren, appeared, 
produced his credentials, and took his seat, 

A quorum consisting of a majority of all the members of 
the Senate, having assembled, 

On motion of Mr. Nicholson. 
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Resolved, That the Senate do now proceed to the election df 
a Secretary. 

Ordered, that Messrs. Torrence and Sessions, be appointed 
Tellers on the present occasion. 

The Senate accordingly proceeded to vote by ballot, for a 
Secretary, when on counting the votes, it appeared, that Mr. 
Thomas A. Willis, was unanimously elected. 

Ordered, that the Secretary give his attendance. 

Mr. President administered the oath of office to the Secre- 
tary. 

Oded that the House of Representatives. be informed 
thereof. 

On motion of Mr. Nicholson, 

The Senate proceeded to the election of a Door-Keeper, the 
same tellers were appointed, and on counting the votes, there 
were tor John Lowry eight, and for Knight one ;—whereupon, 
John Lowry was declared duly elected, and ordered to give his 
attendance accordingly. 

Ordered, that the House of Representatives, be informed 
thereof. 

On motion, the Senate adjourned until 10 o'clock to-morrow 
morning.

Resolved, With the concurrence of the House of Represen- 
tatives, the two Houses will assemble, inthe House of Repre- 
sentatives, on to-morrow, at 12 o'clock, for the purpose of elect- 
ing a Sergeant at Arms. 

And on the question being taken thereon, it was decided in 
the negative.

A message from the Governor, by Mr. Burns his Private Se 
cretary. 


Mr. Presipent, 


I am directed to deliver, a written communication from the. 
Governor to the Senate~—and then he withdrew. 


Fellow-Citizens of the Senate and of the 
House of Representatives. 


We have assembled, fellow-citizens, to enter upon the 
discharge of our respective duties, under circumstances, which 
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demand our humble acknowledgments to Him, who rules over 
the destinies of man. The products of agricultural labor, 
although not so abundant, as in the preceding year, are more 
than sufficient, ſor all the purposes of internal consumption; and 
the surplus will find a ready market, in Europe and the manu- 
facturing States of the Union, depending on us, for the raw ma- 
terial, of which, our export trade consists. We are compara- 
tively, exempt from the pecuniary embarrassments, and se- 
vere pressures, which have pervaded other portions of our 
country, and have given origin to such a variety of deleterious 
expedients to relieve the general. distress, and protect the un- 
fortunate debtors from the merciless fangs of inexorable credi- 
tors. Industry and economy, in the various occupations of 
life, are rewarded with competency and independence ; and 
the smile of contentment indicates, among our fellow-citizens 
a State of enviable prosperity. Our commercial city and vil- 
lages, have been visited by no malignant fever during the past 
season; but, we have to lament the more than ordinary fatal 
effects, in many instances, of the diseases incjdent to a south- 
ern climate. For these signal blessings, which it has pleased a 
beneficent Providence to bestow on us, mixed only with ca- 
sualities, to cloud our felicity, which no part of the human fam- 
ily can escape, it becomes us, to look with gratitude and devo- 
tion, to the Almighty, who has cast our lot, in a land so highly 
favored. In the organization of a well regulated community, 
there is n> trust more difficult and important, than the power 
of Legislation. To prescribe aule of conduct which shall bind 
society together, aided by adequate penalties, for every in- 
fraction of the public tranquillity and by appropriate remedies, 
for the redress of private wrongs, and injuries ; to protect the 
weak from oppression, and the virtuous from the snares and 
encroachments of those, who are regardless of moral obliga- 
tions; to secure to every man, the quiet enjoyment of life, lib- 
erty, and property, and the religion which his own conscience 
shall approve, are subjects sufficiently copious, interesting, and 
solemn, to call into action the best energies of the . human 
mind, and engage the attention of the philanthrophist and states» 
man in every quarter of the civilized world. The elements, of the 
social compact, operate on mankind, only through the medium 
of wholesome laws, framed on the basis of equal and recipro- 
eal burdens and benefits, and adapted to the condition of the 
country, in which they are administered. - These high powers, 
are confided to you, as the representatives of the people of this 
State, andit is incumbent on you to exercise them with firm- 
ness and deliberation, and, with a view solely to those results 
which may best promote the ends of justice, and advance this 
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general welfare and happiness of your constituents. It is my 
province to submit to you, such subjects, as in my judgment, 
may require your consideration, on a review of the defects 
manifested in the practical operation of the government in its 
several departments. By an act of the last session of the gen- 
eral assembly, I was requested to revise, amend, and consoli- 
date, all the laws of a public nature, in force at that time; and, 
also, to report to you, such additional bills, as might be neces- 
gary to complete our code of statute law. In obedience to the 
will of that body, expressed in a manner so impressive, I un- 
dertook the arduous duty, with adeep conviction of its impor- 
tance, and of the very inadequate abilities which I should 
bring to its discharge, in a manner calculated to fulfil the just 
expectations of the General Assembly of the State. The 
work has occupied my undivided attention since it was com- 
menced; it has progressed toa considerable extent, but, it is 
not yet fully completed. ‘The numerous statutes, enacted at 
different periods, having relation to the same subject, and de- 
tached in single sections, throughout several volumes, often 
mingled with provisions, totally discordant. in their nature and 
object; the entire absence of arrangement in the existing laws, 
and their imperfect phraseology, have all contributed to in- 
crease the difficulties which I had to encounter in the execu- 
tion of the revison, with the accuracy necessary to render it of 
ermanent utility. A crude undigested compilation might have 
been thrown together, within the period contemplated by your 
predecessors ; but it would not have repaid the labour, or ex- 
pense, incident to its promulgation, and must have sunk below 
the wishes and anticipations of the Legislature. To prepare, 
an extenso, a revised code of statutes, comprehending all the fun- 
damental principles of civil and criminal jurisprudence, with 
the minute details, requisite to give efficiency to the system, 
involves a responsibility, corresponding with the magnitude of 
the task, and imposes the insuperable necessity, of vigilant re- 
search, intense reflection, and unwearied industry. These 
have been exerted with the utmost assiduity, care, and cir- 
eumspection, interrupted only, by the paramount duties of the 
official station which I occupy in the State. All the bills re- 
lating to climes, prosecutions and punishments are ready to be 
reported; the laws concerning last wills and testaments, intes- 
tacy, descents, idiots and lunatics, executors, administratora, 
and guardians, and the establishment of a suitable tribunal ves: 
ted with jurisdiction over these subjects, have been arranged 
and modified, on a plan, which, it is hoped, will meet your ap- 
probation, and relieve the embarrassments heretofore expeti- 
enced, in that branch of our judiciary. All the general sys-

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tems connected with our courts of justice, and judicial pre- 
‘ceedings, have received a strict examination, and the most 
important of them are completed. Such laws as remain to be 
‘revised, are constituent parts of those now ready to be submits 
ted to you; and, to finish the entire code, and arrange it under 
appropriate heads, and in proper order for publication will re- 
‘quire only a few months after the adjournment of the present 
session. 

It would, perhaps, have been a useless waste of time and la- 
bor, had I proceeded further in the business committed te me, 
until the will of the Legislature is distinctly understood, op 
the expediency of creating a Court of Chaneery ; and of pro- 


viding a literary fund, for the encouragement of learning, and 


the education of the poor. Should these propositions receive 
‘your sanction, they will correspond with what has already been 
‘done ; but, should they he rejected, the provisions which refer 
to them, must, necessarily, be expunged, and others substitute 
‘ed in their place. . 

Having, on several former occasions, communicated to the 
general assembly, my sentiments, on the subject of a sever- 
ence of the common law, and chancery courts, it might be 
deemed superfluous, to recapitulate the reasons on which, the 
adoption of tbe measure was recommended. Nothing has 
since occurred to weaken the opinion which I have long enter- 
tained, that, the uniform, speedy, and impartial admin, straton 
of justice, requires a partition of powers, between the courts of 
equity, and the circuit courtsof law. A combination of these, 
in the same judge, is substantially a denial of the remedies 
which belong, exclusively, to the chancery side of the dockets. 
Under the present defective organization of our courts, suits in 
chancery, involving questions of the highest interest, both in 
reference to principle and the amount in controversy, remain 
unheard and undecided for a series of years, to the great inju- 
ry and vexation of the parties litigant. The evil so generally 
felt and acknowledged, can be corrected only by a transfer of 
Equity Jurisdiction, to a Chancellor, whose mind will be di- 
rected to no other object, and who may ina very short time re- 
scue the community from that endless litigation and confusion 
‘inseparable from the system now in operation. In recommend- 
‘ing to you this essential change in our Courts of Judicature, I 
am supported by the concurrent opinions of the Judges-of the 
Supreme Court, and the most enlightened and experienced. 
members of the bar, and by the wishes of the people at large, 
80 far as they have come to my knowledge. 

The unavailing efforts which I have made, since I wascall- 
ed to the Executive chair, to impress on successive legislatures, 
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Ñe high obligation of affording to literary institutions, with 
the State, the means by which they may be cherished, and be- 
come the depositories of Literature and Science, impel me 
again to invite your particular attention to this important duty. 
To illustrate the propriety of a permanent fund, to be appro. 
priated exclusively, to the encouragement of learning, 1 might 
point to the example of every age and country, in which civili- 
zation and refinement have triumphed over tyranny, bigotry 
and superstition. The avenues to education and knowledge, 
ought to be made accessible to every youth, without distinc- 
tion of rank or circumstances. From the humble cottage, sur- 
rounded by penury and want, the brightest luminaries of in- 
tellect and virtue often burst forth, and the Hero or the States- 
man is seen, rising from obscurity, to add renown to his coun- 
try, and adorn the page of history. The munificence of a 
liberal and enlightened people, can alone break the fetters of 
poverty, and give free scope to the native powers of the mind, 
which is Heaven's best gift to man" and the wisdom of 
the Constitution under which we live, opens the door through 
which merit may pass tothe highest honors of the State. Our 
republican form of government, recognizes the sovereignty of 
the people ; they are the legitimate source of all power, and 
to preserve this great principle, unimpaired, to the latest pos- 
terity, ought to constitute a primary consideration, with those 
who now repose under its salutary influence. The maxim can- 
not be to frequently repeated, that virtue and intelligence, are 
essential to the perpetuity of all governments, founded on pub- 
lic opinion and suffrage. No truth can be more clearly demon- 
stated by the lessons of experience, and it is also strongly en- 
forced by the obvious tendency of ignorance and vice, to sla- 
very and degradation. 

Education, under the protection and patronage of the State, 
with the aid of suitable endowments, will take deep root 
throughout tbe community, and its lights and benefits will de- 
scend from the one generation to another, so long as human 
rigbts shall be identified with the glory, independence and hap ` 
piness of the Nation. In the commencement of a system for 
the support of schools, by designating a particular portion of 
the resources of the State for that purpose, I recommend that 
all escheats and forfeitures of real and personal estate, all 
fines, penalties and forfeitures, imposed by any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction, for crimes and misdemeanors, or the breach 
of any penal statute, be hereafter appropriated to the encour- 
agement of learning and the education of poor children in the 
respective counties of the State; and also, that a special tax 
td bear a certain proportion to the amount of State tax assessed 
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on the taxable inhabitants of each county, be collected and paid 
into the treasury of the State, annually, and applied to the same 
humane and benevolent object. The capital drawn from these 
sources, may at your discretion, be placed under the superin- 
tendance and direction of a primary board of commissioners, te 
be appointed by law, and vested with corporate powers, as the 
sr President and Directors of the Literary Fund,“ who shall 
be authorized to appoint school commissioners in the several 
counties, to carry into effect the intentions of the Legislature. 
From the view which I have taken of the subject, I feel satisfi- 
ed that no measure, to which your attention will be called, 
would be productive of more lasting advantages to the State, 
or more generally approved by the people, whose interests you 
represent, than that, now recommended for the better instruc- 
tion of youth. The small contribution required of each citi- 
zen, to establish the fund contemplated, will be abundantly re- 
_ quited, by the pleasing consideration, that it isto advance the 
reputation of the State, to enlarge the human mind and teach 
posterity to detect, through the agency, of reason and reflec- 
tion, every encroachment on their civil, political and religious 
liberties. ; 

Considering that all the statutes which have been revised 
and consolidated, will be carefully examined and compared 
with the existing laws by your honorable bodies before the 
code is adopted, I deem it unnecessary to notice minutely, the 
various interpolations which have been introduced in different 
parts of the work; they have been limited to substantial de- 
fects, with as few innovations on the forms heretofore in use, 
in civil suits and criminal prosecutions as possible, having re- 
` gard to consistency, and a regular course of judicial proceed : 
ings. Should the bill establishing a separate court of chance- 
ry and the literary fund, meet the approbation of the General 
Assembly, it is respectfully submitted, whether you will now 

roceed further with the revision of the statutes, or postpone it 
until an entire statute book, in all its details, shall be laid be- 
fore you. If the latter alternative is preferred, I suggest the 
propriety, at this time, of an arrangement of the Judicial Dis- 
tricts, so as to form another district, to be composed of the coun- 
ties of Jackson, Green, Wayne and Monroe. The accession 
of Territory, acquired by the late Choctaw Treaty. and the 
distance at which the county of Monroe is situated from the 
fourth Judicial District, will in the course of the ensuing year, 
so far increase the duties of the judges already in commission, 
as to render it probable that some of the counties must be ne- 
glected, unless the Legislature provide for the appointment of 
Gn additional Judge, to be assigned to the district on the Eastern 


Une of the state, from its Northern boundary, to the bay & 
Pascagoula. It is believed, that the progressive auginentation 
of population and wealth, in the State, will have increased 
the public revenue in a ratio, more than equal to the expendi 
ture required for the salaries of a Chancellor, and a Judge of 
the Superior Courts of Law, without resorting to any new oz, 
ation. I communicate to you, copies of letters, received from 
Judges Clark and Winston, and the Attorney-General, in ane 
swer to my request made in obedience to the act of the last 
session, relative to the revised code. From the dispersed si · 
tuation of the Judges of the Supreme Court, and their necese 
sary attendance on the Superior Courts, they have not had an 
‘opportunity of reviewing the consolidated bills, according to 
the act on that subject; nor would it be practicable for them 
to perform that duty, in a satisfactory manner, unless they as- 
semble for the purpose, and devote their whole attention to it 
for several months ; a hasty perusal of voluminous statutes, 
would not enable them to correct errors, which might be dis- 
covered on a mature and deliberate examination. 

The laws concerning highways, ferries and bridges, having 
been particularly considered at the last session of the General 
Assembly, and a bill having passed the Senate, transferring 
the power of the county courts over these subjects to com- 
missioners of districts in each county, [have not attempted a 
revision of these laws, deeming it proper to bring them to your 
view, at the present session, for the purpose of obtaining a 
clear expression of your opinions, on the system which ought 
to be preferred and perpetuated. Agreeably to a resolution 
of February 12th, 1821, I caused to be distributed, six hun- 
dred copies of the militia and patrol laws, among the officers 
of the respective regiments of militia, in this state. It ap- 
pears that no provision for the organization of volunteer com- 
panies was incorporated in the general law regulating the dis- 
cipline of the militia ; I, therefore, submit to you, the proprie- 
ty of a supplemental act, authorizing the governor to come 
mission such volunteer companies of cavalry, artillery and ri- 
flemen, as may arm and equip themselves, according to law, 
and be subject to be called into actual service on any sudden 
emergency, and in all other respects to be governed by the 
rules applicable to the whole body of the militia. I transmit 
to you proposals from Matthew Cary and Son, of Philadelphia, 
for supplying the state with a work, promulgated by the Se- 
cretary for the Department of War, of the United States, en- 
titled “ General Regulations for the army; or Military Insti- 
tutes;” whici, it is presumed, will be adopted by the respec- 
tire States of the Union, for the government of the militia. 
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Such number of copies as it may be your pleasure to order, catf 
be procured in the course of a few months, and disposed of as the 
legislature shall direct. The annual report of the Auditor of Public 
Accounts will exhibit the receipts and expenditures of the year. 
On the ist day of January last, there were in the Treasury 
14241 67 cents: between that day and the 31st of October 
ast, there has been received $35491, 43 cents, making in the 
whole ¢49733, 10 cents, of which there has been expended 
$38010, 99 cents, leaving a balance in the Treasury of 
$11722, 11 cents. The assessors and collectors of taxes, for 
the present year, not having made returns to the Auditor, ac- 
cording to law, no official statement of the amount of the re- 
venue can be made at this time; when these returns are re- 
ceived, they will be communicated to you, together with a 
list of balances remaining in the hands ot the respective cols 
lectors. To enforce a more punctual payment of the revenue 
hereafter, I recof&§mend that every assessor and collector, who 
shall fail to pay into the treasury the amount of taxes assessed in 
his county, within thirty days after the same is required to 
be paid by law, be thereby rendered ineligible to that office, 
until his accounts shall be finally settled at the treasury. 

Of the Loan negotiated with the Bank, under the act of 1818, 
only 5000 dollars have been paid, leaving the sum of fifteen 
thousand dollars, bearing an interest of six per cent. per annum, 
to be provided for. Whether the Loan ought to be continu- 
ed or extinguished, is submitted to your consideration. The 
powers vested in the Executive, by the act “ to establish anew. 
county within the tract of country-lately ceded to the United 
States by the Choctaw Nation of Indians, and to extend the 
laws of this State into the same” have not been executed. It has 
been represented to me that:the sparse and inconsiderable po- 
pulation of the county, would not heretofore have required ei- 
ther a Superior or County Court, or any other civil tribunal, 
nor have they exercised the privilage granted them of electing 
a Representative to the General Assembly. 

The survey of the Public Lands, within the ceded Territo- 
ry, under the authority of the United States, is rapidly pro- 
gressing, and it is expected, that the sales of these lands will 
be opened in the early part of the next year. The division 
of the country into proper counties, will consequently claim 
your attention during the present session. I submit to you al- 
80, the necessity of making some provision relative to the lo- 
cation of thirty-six sections of land granted by Congress as an 
endowment to a Seminary of Learning, within the State, under 
the direction of the Legislature. Connected with the subject 
of the late Choctaw Treaty, is a joint Resolution of the Sens 
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ate and House of Representatives, approved February Ntb, 
1821, tendering their thanks to General Andrew Jackson and 
Thos, Hinds, the Commissioners who negotiated that Treaty, 
for their services in accomplishing that desirable object. A 
copy of the Resolve was transmitted to each Commissioner, 
according to the request of the Legislature, and from General 
Jackson an answer has been received expressive of his grati- 
tude for the favorable light in which his conduct on that occa- 
Sion is viewed by the people of this state. 
In looking beyond the municipal concerns of the State, into 
the structure of the National Government, and the measures 
which characterise its administration, we contemplate with be- 
coming pride and exultation, the excellence of our political 
institutions. A confederacy of States, each independent with- 
in its sphere of action, united by the strong cords of interest 
and safety, and by solemn compact pledged to each other, for 
the common defence and general welfare of the whole; witha 
constitution deriving its origin from these considerations, and 
limited by the written will of those from whom it emanated, to 
purposes in which all are alike interested; and conferring 
powers sufficiently comprehensive, to enforce and maintain do- 
mestic order and tranquillity and a due respect for our rights 
among the nations of the earth :—a union thus constructed, 
having for its support, the affections and confidence of a free 
people, cannot be severed by the jarrings of discordant fac- 
tions, or the combined efforts.of all tyrants, who wield with des- 
potic sway the pbysical strength of Europe. The conflicts of 
opinion, which animate contending parties, and sometimes 
threaten the overthrow of the Constitution, subside at the touch 
of reason and reflection ; and freedom of discussion adds fresh 
vigor and stability to the sound principles on which the gov- 
ernment is founded. If the constituted authorities of the U. 
States transcend the powers delegated in the constitution and 
usurp the rights reserved to the several States, the rqpulsive 
frowns of an injured people, will speedily repel the encroach- 
ment, and by a watchful jealousy over every department, re- 
strain them within their legitimate orbits. An energetic exer- 
cCise of powers, clearly and distinctly granted to the general 
government, will be respected and obeyed. while, every at- 
tempt at usurpation will create distrust, and only weaken the 
arm which aims to prostrate the barriers erected by the foun- 
ders of the Constitution. To establish a just equilibrium be- 
tween state sovereignties, and the government of which they 
are component parts, was a sine qua non with the sages and pa- 
. -triots who formed the Federal Constitution; and on its preser- 
vation, the harmony and integrity of the Union, materially 
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depend. The experience of more than thirty years, baw 
shewn that neither the throes and convulsions of political parties 
nor the agitations of foreign war can immolate a principle coe- 
val with the independence of our country, and without which 
the fabric of liberty cannot be supported.

In re- 
tiring from the executive department of the state, I offer you 
my congratulations on the judicious selection which has been 
made, in the worthy and distinguished citizen who has been 
chosen to succeed me in that office. If integrity, the most pure 
and unsullied, combined with sound intelligence and great exe 
perience in public life, are qualifications for the highest trust im 
the gift of the people, they are identified in the individual, se- 
fected as your chief magistrate, and I feel confident that, impar- 
tial justice, moderation, and firmness will characterize his ad- 
ministration. Wishing you a short and pleasant session, I of- 
fer you my co-operation, in all measures calculated to promate 


the interests of the State.
